REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT 


Oe 


l'o the School Board of Lyme: 


I submit herewith my third annual report as Superin- 
iendent of Schools. 

The school report, published at this time of year, covers 
a part of two years. It could be made a more complete 
thing, and, consequently, of more value, if it covered just 
one year and was published as soon after the close of the 
year in June as possible.* But the custom of publishing a 
report at this time in connection with the town report is so 
ihoroughly established that a change in this matter is not 
likely to be acceptable. 

The year that closed in June was, in many respects, a 
\ery satisfactory year. There had been no serious inter- 
ruption on account of sickness or weather, and no school had 
suffered because of a change of teachers during the school 

ear. A good year’s work has been done in each school. 
Eleven were graduated from the eighth grade in June. 


Teachers 


At the end of the year in June, Miss Alice E. Clarke, 
who had taught successfully the primary school at the Cen- 
‘er for two years, resigned to be married, and Mrs. Tenney, 
who had taught the Whipple school for the same time, re- 
signed to accept a position in Massachusetts. Miss Donahue 
of the Pond school accepted a position elsewhere. Mrs. Gil- 
bert was secured as teacher for the Whipple school. The 
Pond school was closed for the time being as the number 
of pupils was too small to make a worth-while school. As 
the schools at the Center were small, they were tried to- 
gether in one room as one school. While this was caring 
for the work very satisfactorily with the arrangement under 
which it was tried, it proved to be impracticable, so Miss 
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Ruth E. Munn, who had formerly taught in town, was en- 
gaged to take the primary room. In the remaining schools, 
there has been no change of teachers. In this particular, 
the town is fortunate. The teacher is by far the most im- 
portant factor of the school, and a good teacher is worth 
retaining. A good teacher, furthermore, is worth improv- 
ing. No teacher remains permanently good unless, by all 


available means, she is making the most of every opportunity 
to become better. To this end, teachers’ meetings were held 


regularly through the Fall term, and will be resumed as 


soon as weather and travel conditions permit. In the mean- 
while, occasional letters to the teachers convey suggestions, 


supplementing school room visitation, that may be helpful. 


Finances 


The fiscal year closed June 30 with a small balance. 
The State Department announced last year the amount of 
State Aid that would be granted this year. This enabled 
the School Board to determine quite definitely the amount 
of money needed to be raised by taxation. But on account of 
closing the Pond school and the consequent saving of ex- 
pense, the budget reported to the State Department in Octo- 
ber did not call for quite as much money as appeared to be 
available. The state aid will be paid in full, however, less 
credit due the state on account of any unexpended balance, 
in accordance with the announcement made last year. 
Whatever is unexpended at the end of the year will be held 
to the credit of the state for next year. It can be used for 
no other purpose, of course, than for the maintenance of 
elementary schools. 


Consolidation 


I have made reference to the fact that several of our 
schools are too small to be of greatest possible efficiency, and 
in this connection, I have suggested the possibility of con- 
solidation in the interest of efficiency and economy, 
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There are some serious objections to consolidation, such 
as the difficulties of transportation, the almost impassable 
roads at times in winter, the carrying small children long 
distances and keeping them from home for a long school- 
day, ete. I do not wish to underestimate these genuine 
difficulties and serious objections. Yet I am inclined to be- 
lieve from the experiences of communities where the thing 
has been tried in a right way, that it can be done here with- 
out any great inconvenience to any one, and with very con-. 
siderable gain in the efticiency of the schools. If all the 
children could be taken to the two villages, all could be 
very well cared for in the four rooms by four teachers, and 
there might very well result from the improved organization 
very considerable advantage. The $4,000, or more, which 
it now costs to maintain the five one-room schools would 
seem to be more than sufficient to provide adequate trans- 
portation. 1 am suggesting the possibility of such consolid- 
ation rather more in detail than at any previous time that 
ii may be more thoroughly considered, and all possible ar- 
guinents for and against it may be called forth. 

I will say in this connection that I have recently made 
a very careful comparative study of the three types of 
elementary schools that I have in my supervisory union. 
They are: 

I. One-grade rooms 
Il. Four-grade rooms; for example, those at Lyme 
Plain and Lyme Center 
If. One-room rural schools. 


The study so far has been confined to the sixth, sev- 
enth and eighth grades, and tests were given only in Geog- 
raphy, History, Arithmetic and English. The results of 
this study seem to indicate clearly that the four-grade rooms 
produce considerably better results in these subjects than 
either of the other types of school. The one-grade room 
appears to be least efficient of the three types of organiza- 
tion. I am expecting that further study will confirm the 
first of these conclusions. 
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Stalistics 


The following items from the annual report to the State 
Department, July 15, 1922, should be of interest: 


Total number of pupils registered 138 
Average attendance 114.2 
- Average membership 119.63 
Per centage of attendance 95.46 
Not absent or tardy 15 
Number attending high school or academy 20 
Number of cases of tardiness 473 


Comparing these with the corresponding figures for the year 
before, it will be seen that while the total number regis- 
tered decreased cleven, the average attendance was more than 
that of the previous year. That is, the attendance was more 
regular, consequently the per centage of attendance in- 
creased more than three per cent. Also the number of cases 
of tardiness decreased 171. These are marked’ improve- 
ments, and are very gratifying. _They are reflected in im- 
proved general results. 

The work to this time during the present year has been 
good. The teachers are generally enthusiastic, and the 
pupils are responsive. I am expecting increasingly better 
results,
